Having determined to make 
their permanent home on the 
Peninsula, the Hammonds took 
up residence in Palo Alto in 
February, 1947.

As to these, he 
characterized Menlo Park’s as ‘‘de- 
fintely substandard.”

Last week we reviewed the gen- 
eral government section of the 
current city budget and found it 
to be up 16 per cent over last 
year. The budget for the openat- 
ing departments is $336,519, up al- 
most 26 per cent over last year’s 
actual expenditures. 

The largest operating depart- 
ment from the standpoint of ex- 
penditures is the police depart- 
ment. Last year we budgeted 
$109,647 and expended $108,159. 
This year’s budget of $133,153 
is up 23 per cent over last year’s 
actual expenditures. What 
makes the difference? 


The largest police department 


$101,903 for 1953-54, and compris- 
ing more’ than three-quarters of 
the proposed department expend- 
itures. 

This sum is 26 per cent over last 
year’s actual expenditures and 25 


In both years the force included 
a chief, lieutenant and three ser- 
geants. ; 


The office of inspector has 
been added to this year’s bud- 
get. The number of police offi- 
cers has been increased from 14 
to 15, making a total inerease of 
two men: over last year. 


One-half of the salary of the 
city-employed automotive mechan- 
ic is also charged to the police de- 
partment this year. Both. lasf 
year’s and this year’s budgets in- 
clude a police clerk and three 
part-time school erossing officers. 

The monthly salary scale is 
chief $572, lieutenant $431,- ser- 
geant $410, inspector $403, and of- 
ficers $315 to $383. 

The higher salary budget this 
year is caused by higher salary 
scales by reason of both increas- 
es in base pay rates due to pre- 
vailing scales elsewhere and to 
progression to higher brackets 
earned by reason of length of 
service in the department, and 
by an increase of the force by 
two men. 

The total complement of 21 
men is slightly below the one po- 
lice officer per 1000 population 

yardstick which is widely used, 
and far below the one for 500 ra- 
tio which many law enforcement 
authorities now consider stand- 
ard. 

The maintenance and opera- 
tion portion of the police bud- 
get at $25,250 compares with 
$23,170 actual and $23,265 bud- 
geted last year. The increase of 
9 per cent is spread rather ev- 
enly throughout the operational 
items and reflects principally 
the cost of operating a depart- 
ment 10 per cent larger. 

Capital outlay of $6000 as | 
against $4600 budgeted and $4484; 
actual last year reflects the turn- 
in of two of our cars for new ones, 
and the purchase of a three-wheel | 
motor bike.

As War Ends 


Sequoia chapter, American Red 
Cross, made public this week in- 
formation and details on the clos- 
ing of its blood bank program. 


A decision has been reached 
between the Office of Defense 
Mobilization and American Na- 
tional Red Cross to close 15 of its 
blood bank collection centers and 
to terminate contracts with 17 
cooperating community blood 
banks which had served as collec- 
tion centers for the National 
Blood Program. 


The cooperating blood banks 
whose contracts are to be termi- 
nated on August 31, include sev- 
eral in California the Irwin blood 
bank in San Francisco, Alameda 
county blood bank in Oakland, 
Sacramento blood bank ,the Val- 
ley Blood Bank in Fresno, the San 
Bernardino - Riverside county 
blood bank and the San Diego 
county blood bank. 


The regional blood centers Op- 
erated by Red Cross covering 1480 
out-lying communities in the Unit- 
ed States will be continued. 
Among those to continue is San 
Jose. 


The decision was arrived at as 
a result of the cessation of hos- 
tilities in Korea and the lowered 
requirements for blood deriva- 
tives, and was recommended by 
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Police Not Baby-Sitters, but They Do Best 
They Can fo Keep Lost Children Happy 


Little Lost Children are seldom 
the subjects of popular songs, as 
they were in the “Gay ’90’s,” but 
that doesn’t mean that little chil- 
dren don’t get lost any more, in; 
the same way they did years ago. 

And when they get lost in 
Menlo Park, they oftentimes end 
up at the city’s police station, with 
the officers on duty acting as 
hosts and waiting for parents to 
call and identify themselves. 

The lost children that the po- 

lice generally find are those of 

the very young set. The litile 
ones who can’t remember how 
to get back home, or who stray 
away from mommy while she’s 
shopping, are generally a little 
vague on such things as ad- 
dresses and telephone numbers, 
too. 

So when the police are called to 
a neighborhood or busines district 

in which someone has found a 

misplaced toddler, they generally 

take the child directly back to the 


police station without trying to | 


how long it sometimes takes be- 
fore parents think of calling the} 
police when they notice a child is 


misplaced. 


If the child gets lost around 


Police 


the police only as a last resort. 

Meanwhile, the child may have 
been at the station for several 
hours. 

There, he (or she) might be 
having a good or bad time. 

The police try to make all good 
citizens feel at ease at their sta- 
tionhouse and in the cases of 
younger children, they try such 
things as feeding them cookies, 
telling them stories, and other- 
wise reassuring them. 

But some children refuse to 
be consoled. They just cry and 
cry and cry, no matter what the 
officers do. 

The police, according to Potter, 
aren’t equipped to act as baby- 
sitters, but whenever they find 
themselves acting in that capac- 
ity, they do their best. 

It’s a legitimate function of the 
police department, in the first 
place, and little children are much 
more pleasant to deal with than, 
for example, drunken drivers or 
housebreakers. 

The police always welcome a 
change for the better when it 
comes to clientele. 

Besides that, they like children.

Ways of Preserving Garden Beauty Indoors 


By TERRY LEE 
The patient flower grower is 
probably happiest when he can 
bring his reward of garden color 
indoors .and accent its perfection 
by an artful floral arrangement. 


The ranch-type house with its 
simple lines. and large unbroken 
areas of wall space invites a dra- 
matic but ‘simple arrangement. 
Distinction can be _ achieved 
through line or color. ~ 

Almost every annual may be 
used indoors, but some are 
easier to handle and longer- 
lived than others. Among those 
that hold up well after cutting 
are zinnias, marigolds, scabiosa, 
pinks, petunias,.salvia, agera- 
tum, asters, snapdragons. Oth- 
ers like larkspur, verbena and 
seedling dahlias shatter too

NEED LARGE FLOWERS 

Where larger bouquets arej 
needed —the mantelpiece, dining] 
room table—bigger flowers can} 
be used. Here again it is not 
necessary to piek any great quan- 
tity. 

Six zinnias, for example, com- 
bined with the foliage of coleus 
or ivy, are more effective than a 
huge bunch. 

For one thing, the less heavy 
the bouquet, the cooler it looks. 

Petunias and cosmos, on the 
other hand, are lighter flowers 
and may be used mere lavishly. 
Petunias last surprisingly well 
and the buds will open in water. 

Spikes of blossoms, such as 
snapdragons, contrast nicely with 
a different outline. 

Many annuals need the addition 


|of foliage, as they may have too 


sparse or diseased leaves. It is 
fun to work with the interesting 
markings of the coleus leaves or 
the variegated zonal geraniums. 
Ivy, abelia, laurel, camellia, daph- 


ine, nandina, rosemary are: excel- 


lent foundations for a few flow- 
ers. e 
EVERLASTING 

For those who wish to capture 
the summer, there are many dried 
or “everlasting” bouquets, like 
strawflowers or cockscomb. 

Also good is helipterum (rose 


/ or white daisy-like flowers), blue 


sage (Salvia farinacea), pink or 
white immortelle 
mum). 

Pick the flowers as soon as they 
are open, strip off the leaves, and 
hang the bunch upside down to 
dry in an airy, dry place. 

Perhaps the oldest method of 
preserving flowers is to press 
them between the pages of a 
book. 

In Victorian times enchant- 
ing designs were made with 
pressed flowers which were put 
under glass and framed. 

Depending on the flowers, 
the mood can be modern or 
classic. 

I have tried grey lambs ears, 
orange marigolds, and accents of 
blue ageratum for a kitchen print. 
A classic urn could be cut out of 
metallic paper and filled with 
mixed flowers for a French sit- 
ting room. 

The flowers, buds and foliage 
of the cup and saucer vine can 
be laid on grass cloth to look like 
a print. 

CAREFUL SELECTION 

Whatever the design, the ma- 
terial to be pressed should be 
carefully selected. 

It should be as perfect as pos- 
sible and include flowers in vari- 
ous stages of development. The 
material may be pressed between 
several layers of newspaper. If 
it is very thick use some sheets 
of clean blotting paper. This is 
weighted down with broad sur- 
faced, heavy books. 

It is wise to open the paper 
paper after a day or two to 
make sure the material ‘is dry- 
ing in a satisfactory shape. It . 
will be sufficiently pliable to 
change. 

Most flowers will be thorough- 
ly dry after three or four weeks, 
but it is better to leave the ma- 
terial undisturbed as long as pos- 
sible so the color will not change 
when exposed to light. 

Some experts advise waiting a 
whole year. 

Paper (construction paper is 
good), fabries (silk, satin or vel- 
| vet for elegance) or wood can be 
used for background. Glue or 
househeld cement is dotted to the 
back of the plant material with a 
darning needle and the material
